As definded In our Nursing Practice Act, the Missour| State Board of Nursing consists of elght members, five 
RN°s, two LPN°s, and one nonvoting public member. Two of the five RwN.°s must hold a graduate degree In 
nursing; one of the RN°s shall represent nursing practice; and the other four shall represent each level of 
educational programs of which graduates are ellgible to apply for Ilcensure. 


In June 1983, | was appolnted to represent professional nursing practice by filling an unexpired four year 
term of Dr. Kate Schejbal, who had relocated out of State. Prior to Dr. Schejbal, Zella Harrington, Director 
of Red Cross Nursing Services In St. Louls, had held the position for nursing practice. 


Board Members are public servants, and our primary mlsslon Is to assure that competent nurses are delivering 
care to the cltizens In Missourl. Basically, the Board accompIIshes thls In three ways; (1) by approving 
Schools of Nursing, (2) by granting Ilcenses, (3) by taking disciplinary actlon agalnst a nurse who violates 
the Nursing Practice Act. 


These past two years on the Board have presented some of the most Interesting challenges In my twenty-four 
year nursing career. It has been facinating to observe the power and politics In Missourl Government, and to 
learn about the workings of the various Iicensing boards, | have also become aware of the differences 
between Missourl®s Nursing Practice Act and those In other states, For example, Missour! has one Board for 
both RN°s and LPN°s, but In some states there are separate boards for each group, Also, most states have 
specific statutes or regulations for at least one type of advanced practitioner such as Nurse Midwives, or 
Nurse Anesthestist. Missourl Is one of elght states that does not, The Board®s opInioin Is that our 
Practice Act Is written In a manner that covers all practicing nurses, 


| urge each of you who recelye a Newsletter to routinely share It with others. It Is our primary means of 
communicating with nurses around the state. | encourage each of you to take to opportunityu to attend a 
Board Meeting In Jefferson Clty, or to communicate with a Board Member, And my final special plea: Remember 
that Board Members are merely fellow nurses who are not necessarlly any better quallfled, or any wiser, than 
other practicing nurses throughout the state. We are committed to uphold our mandate to protect the public, 
and we value your Input and support as we fact the tough Issues ahead of us,

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FOR YOUR INFORMATION 
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Effective September 14, 1984, the Missourl State Board of Registration for the Healing Arts established a new 
rule regarding Non=-Pharmacy Dispensing. The purpose of the rule Is to provide Information concerning the 
general responslbillties of a physiclan who elects to dispense medications from hls or her office or clinic. 
The Rule 4 CSR 150-5,020 (2) & (4) states In part: 


(2) Physiclans must provide appropriate, direct supervislon to personnel employed to assist In the 
dispensing of drugs and devices from the physiclan®s office, It shall be In violation of this rule for 
any physIclan to permit dispensing of medication fron hls clinic or office when that physiclan Is not 
present unless another physIclan duly |lcensed under the provisions of chapter 334, RSMo Is present. 


(4) All drugs dispensed by a physiclan shall bear a label permanently affixed to the exterior of the 
drug contalner which sets forth the following Information: 


(A) the date; 

(B) the patlent’s name; 

(C) complete directions for usage; 

(D) the physiclan®s name and address; 

(E) the exact name and strength of the drug dispensed and, In case of a generic drug the name of 
the manufacturer or repackager of the drug. It shall be a violatlon of thls rule for a physician to 
dispense a gonerle drug and affix to the label any trade name or other IdentIf ication that would serve to 
mlsrepresent the source of the drug. 


Effective April 11, 1983, the Missourl State Board of Registration for the Heallng Arts established a new 
rule regarding Amphetamine, Amphetamine-like drugs. This rule sets forth regulations concerning the 
prescription or dispensing of amphetamine and amphetamine-!Ike anoretic agents. The Rule 4 CSR 150.5.010 (2) 
states In part: 


(2) Drugs of the amphetamine and amphetamine-like class shall not be dispensed or prescribed except as 
provided In this rule.

data, people and things. The categorles and range of percent of questions for each category Included In the 
test plan are avallable through the State Board of Nursing office or an Accredited Program of Practical 
Nursing In the State of Missourl, 
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
